Your wireless phone is a radio transmitter and 
receiver. It is designed and manufactured not to 
exceed the emission limits for exposure to 
radiofrequency (RF) energy set by the Federal 
Communications Commission of the U.S. 
Government. These limits are part of 
comprehensive guidelines and establish permitted 
levels of RF energy for the general population. The 
guidelines are based on standards that were 
developed by independent scientific organizations 
through periodic and thorough evaluation of 
scientific studies. The standards include a 
substantial safety margin designed to assure the 
safety of all persons, regardless of age and health. 
The exposure standard for wireless mobile phones 
employs a unit of measurement known as the 
Specific Absorption Rate, or SAR. The SAR limit set 



by the FCC is 1.6W/kg * Tests for SAR are conducted 
using standard operating positions specified by the 
FCC with the phone transmitting at its highest 
certified power level in all tested frequency bands. 
Although the SAR is determined at the highest 
certified power level, the actual SAR level of the 
phone while operating can be well below the 
maximum value. This is because the phone is 
designed to operate at multiple power levels so as to 
use only the power required to reach the network. In 
general, the closer you are to a wireless base station 
antenna, the lower the power output. 
Before a phone model is available for sale to the 
public, it must be tested and certified to the FCC that 
it does not exceed the limit established by the 
government-adopted requirement for safe 
exposure. The tests are performed in positions and 
locations (e.g., at the ear and worn on the body) as 
required by the FCC for each model. The highest 
SAR value for this model phone when tested for use 
at the ear is 1.47 W/kg and when worn on the body, 
as described in this user guide, is 0.562 W/kg. (Body- 
worn measurements differ among phone models, 
depending upon available accessories and FCC 
requirements). While there may be differences 
between the SAR levels of various phones and at 
various positions, they all meet the government 
requirement for safe exposure. 
The FCC has granted an Equipment Authorization 
for this model phone with all reported SAR levels 
evaluated as in compliance with the FCC RF 
emission guidelines.

Air bags 

If you have an air bag, DO NOT place installed or 
portable phone equipment or other objects over the air 
bag or in the air bag deployment area. If equipment is 
not properly installed, you and your passengers risk 
serious injury. 



Potentially unsafe areas 

Posted facilities- Turn your phone off in any facility when 
posted notices require you to do so. 
Aircraft-FCC regulations prohibit using your phone on a 
plane that is in the air. Turn your phone off before 
boarding aircraft. 

Vehicles-RF signals may affect improperly installed or 
inadequately shielded electronic systems in motor 
vehicles. Check with the manufacturer of the device to 
determine if it is adequately shielded from external RF 
energy. Your physician may be able to help you obtain 
this information. 

Blasting areas- Turn off your phone where blasting is in 
progress.

Don't bend the 
antenna or touch it unnecessarily. Pull out the 
antenna when on a call and push it in when the 
phone is not in use. Avoid dropping, hitting, 
bending, or sitting on the phone. 

Keep phone dry 

If the phone gets wet, turn the power off 
immediately and return it to the dealer for service. 

Resetting the phone 

If the screen seems frozen and the keypad does not 
respond to keypresses, reset the phone by 
completing the following steps (see page 1 for 
detailed instructions): 

1. Remove the battery door. 

2. Remove and replace the battery. 

If the problem persists, return the phone to the 
dealer for service. 

Qualified service 

See "Help" on page 41 if you are experiencing 
problems with your phone. 
If you have additional questions, contact your 
service provider for technical support. If the problem 
persists, return the phone with all accessories and 
packaging to the dealer for qualified service.

Radio Frequency (RF) energy 

Your telephone is a radio transmitter and receiver. 
When it is on, it receives and sends out RF energy. 
Your service provider's network controls the power 
of the RF signal. This power level can range from 
0.006 to 0.6 watts.

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1 Getting Started 



This document describes the Kyocera 2255 trimode 
phone, with CDMA digital service at 800 MHz and 
1900 MHz, and analog service at 800 MHz. 

Installing the battery 

1. Hold the phone face down. 



2. Place your thumb in the groove 
on the back of the phone, and 
slide the battery door down 
until it stops. 




3. Lift the battery door off the 
phone. 




4. Place the battery into the 
phone with the metal contacts 
facing down. 

5. Align the battery door to the 
grooves on the top and side of 
the phone. 
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6. Slide the battery door up 
until it clicks into place. 
Repeat if the battery door is 
not aligned. Do not force. 

Removing the battery 

1 . Turn off the phone by holding down ^Senjp until 
"Powering off" appears. 

2. Hold the phone face down. 

3. Place your thumb in the groove 
on the back of the phone, and 
slide the battery door down 
until it stops. 

4. Lift the battery door off of the 
phone.

Getting to Know Your Phone 

1. Jack for Hands-free headset (sold separately). 

2. Home screen (in Standby mode) . 

3. Navigation keys adjust volume when in a call; 
scroll up or down and left or right through lists and 
menus; and position the cursor during text entry. 

4. Talk key starts or answers a call. 

5. OK key selects a menu item or option. 

6. Keypad to enter numbers, letters, or symbols. 

7. "Text key changes text modes. 

8. Antenna extends to make or answer a call. Push in 
the antenna when the phone is not in use. 

9. End key powers on phone, turns off phone, and 
ends calls. 

10. Clear key erases the last character in text entry, or 
returns to the previous menu. 

11. #Space key enters a space during text entry. 
12. 0 Next key cycles through word choices during 

T9® text entry. 
13. Jacks for AC adapter (included) and data cable 
(sold separately).

To turn on the phone 

• Press {SenjS) . Till and the home screen appear 
when the phone is turned on and is ready to 
make or receive a call. 

To turn off the phone 

• Hold down ignS) until "Powering off" appears 
(about 3 seconds). 

To make a call 

1. Extend the antenna. 

2. Enter the phone number. 

3. Press (talk) . 

To end a call 

• PreSS (§en3) . 

To answer a call 

• Press (talk) . 

To redial the last number called 

• Press (taik) twice. 
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To find your phone number 

• Select Menu -> Phone Info. Your phone 
number appears. 

To silence the ringer or alert 

During an incoming call only: 

• Highlight the Silence or Ignore option and press

Note: To silence all sounds and set the phone to 
vibrate or light up instead of ringing, see "Silence 
All" on page 22. 

To set the phone to vibrate 

• Select Menu — > Settings — > Sounds — > Call 
Ring/Vibe. 

To mute a call 

To set the phone so that your caller does not hear 
background noise during a call: 

• Press <^J£) right to highlight Mute and press 
(S> . 

To turn Mute off during a call: 

• Highlight Unmute and press (ok) . 
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To adjust the volume manually 

• To adjust the earpiece volume manually during 
a call, press up or down. 

To adjust the volume automatically 
(Smart Sound) 

To set the phone to adjust the earpiece volume 
automatically based on the amount of noise around 
you or the other person's voice volume level: 

1 . Place a call from a quiet environment. 

2. Press (§) up or down to set the volume to a 
comfortable level. 

3. Select Menu -> Settings -> Sounds -> Smart 
Sound. 

4. Select one of the following: 

- Enabled adjusts the volume automatically. 
The volume you have just set is used as a 
baseline. You can manually adjust the 
volume during a call. 

- Disabled keeps the volume level the same 
unless you adjust it using (§) . 

5. Press (SR) to save the setting. 
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Tosetupvoicemail 

All unanswered calls are automatically transferred 
to voicemad. To avoid missing important messages, 
set up your voicemail box and personal greeting as 
soon as your phone is activated. 
To set up voicemail: 

1. Press and hold (Q> . 

2. Follow the system prompts to create your 
passcode, record your greeting, and record 
your name announcement. 

To lock the keypad 

To protect your phone from accidental keypresses 
when a call is not in progress: 

• Press iQ) left and hold. 

To unlock the keypad 

• Press (g> -» <S) -» (3> m m is order. 
Shortcuts from the home screen 

Three shortcut keys are automatically programmed 
into your phone. You can define the fourth shortcut 
key yourself by following the steps in "To define a 
shortcut key" on page 7. To use a shortcut key from 
the home screen, do the following: 
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• Press <^y> right and hold to sdence all sounds 
(see "Silence All" on page 22) . 

• Press (^) down to view the Contacts list. 

• Press <^J£) left and hold to lock the keypad. 

• Press (^) up to activate or to define a 
shortcut key. 

To define a shortcut key 

You can define a shortcut key that allows you to 
quickly access a specific menu item by pressing 
(^) up from the home screen. To define a 
shortcut key, complete die following steps from the 
home screen: 

1. Press (^) up. 

2. Press (oF) to select Define. 

3. Press (S) up or down to scroll through the 
options, and press (oR) to select an option 
from the list: 

- InBox accesses your Text InBox. 

- Voice Shortcut allows you to use the 
shortcuts with voice activation. See "Voice 
Shortcuts" on page 26. 

- Ringer Volume adjusts the ringer volume. 

- Recent Calls opens the Recent Calls list. 



- B usi ness List opens a list of phone 
numbers classified as Business. 

- Personal List opens a list of phone numbers 
classified as Personal. 

- Web Browser opens the Web Browser. 

- Stopwatch opens die stopwatch. 

- Calculator opens the calculator. 

- Voice Memo prompts you to record a 
memo. 

- None defines no shortcut. 

To modify a shortcut key 

To change your shortcut: 

1. Select Menu -> Settings — » Display — > 
Shortcut Key. 

2. Select an option from the hst. This shortcut key 
can now be used by pressing (^) up from the 
home screen. 

3. To change a shortcut, press (^) up and 
select Setup, or repeat Steps 1 and 2. Choose 
another shortcut from the hst of options. 

Note: If you select None, you can reset the shortcut 
key and assign a new option to it by following the 
steps in "To define a shortcut key". 
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2 Battery 



Your phone comes with an internal/removable 
lithium ion (Lilon) battery. To learn how to install 
the battery, see page 1. 

The battery is partially charged when you receive 
the phone. Before using your phone, fully charge 
the battery. 

Charging the battery 

Connect the AC Adapter to the proper jack on the 
bottom of the phone as shown below, then connect 
the adapter's plug to a wall outlet. 




Note: You must have at least a partial charge in the 
battery to make or receive calls, regardless of 
whether or not the AC adapter is connected to the 
phone. The battery icon is animated as the battery is 
charging. The battery is fully charged when the 
battery icon looks like < jr**A\ . You can safely 
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recharge the battery at any time, even if it has a 
partial charge. 

Power-save mode 

Your phone switches to power-save mode after 
several unsuccessful attempts to locate a signal. 
When the phone is in power-save mode, you cannot 
make or receive calls, and "Power Save Mode" and 
K appear on the screen. Press any key to exit. 

Battery guidelines 

• Do not disassemble, puncture, or short-circuit 
the battery. 

• If you have not used the battery for more than a 
month, recharge it before using your phone. 

• Avoid extreme temperatures, direct sunlight, 
and high humidity. 

• Never dispose of any battery in or near a fire. It 
could explode.

Tips for improving battery 
performance 

Before using your phone, fully charge the battery. 
The following functions drain the battery more 
quickly, and subsequendy affect talk and standby 
times: 

• Backlighting is frequently on. (To adjust 
backlighting, see page 23.) 

• Thephoneisfrequentlyusedinanalogmode. ff 
[3 is not visible on your home screen, you are 
in analog mode. To set your phone to operate 
in different modes, select Menu -» Settings -> 
Network -» Digital or Analog and choose 
from the options available: Automatic, Analog 
only, Analog call or Digital only. Press (ok) 
to save. 

• You are far away from a base station or cell site 
when in digital mode. 

• Data cables or accessories, such as die Hands- 
free headset, are connected to the phone. 

• No service is available, or service is available 
intermittendy. The phone requires more power 
to acquire service than to maintain consistent 
service. 
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The earpiece and ringer volume settings are 
high. To adjust the earpiece volume, select 
Menu — > Settings —> Sounds — > Earpiece 
Volume, and press ^ t0 l° w e r me 
volume. To adjust the ringer volume, select 
Menu -> Settings — > Sounds — > Ringer 
Volume, and press left to lower the 
volume. 

The Call Ring/Vibe setting is on. To change this 
setting, select Menu —> Settings -» Sounds — > 
Call Ring/Vibe -> Ring Only. 

Review how often voicemail notifications, 
pages, and text messages are received, and how 
quickly they are acknowledged. To use power 
most efficiently, acknowledge notifications and 
messages immediately.

Use your phone's Contacts directory like a set of 
phone index cards to store information about a 
person or company. Before using the Contacts 
directory, see "Entering letters, numbers, and 
symbols" on page 15. 

Working with contact cards 
To save a phone number 

1. From the home screen, enter the phone 
number that you want to save. 

Note: To add pauses while entering a number, 
see "To enter pauses in a phone number" on 
page 11. 

2. Press (og) to Save New. Go to step 3. 
-or- 

To add to an existing contact, select Add to.... 
Select the contact, then go to step 4. 

3. Enter a name for the contact. If you need to 
know how to use the keypad to enter letters, see 
page 15. 

4. Press (oF) to Save. "Contact Successfully 
Saved" appears. 
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-or- 

Press right to highlight Options, then 
press to select it. 

Choose an option from the list by highlighting it 
and pressing (og) . 

- Save — Save information and return to the 
home screen. 

- NumberType — Select work, home, mobile, 
pager, or fax. 

- Add Voice Dial — Say the contact's name 
into the microphone. 

- Speed Dialing — Select a speed dialing 
location from the list. 

- Secret — Select Yes to lock the phone 
number. If a phone number is locked, you 
must enter your four-digit lock code (see 
page 30) to view or edit the number. 

- Primary Number — Classify this number as 
the contact's main number. 

- Classify Contact — Classify the contact as 
business or personal. 
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6. Press (5g) to Save. "Contact Successfully 

Saved!" appears. 
You can also save a phone number through the 
Contacts directory as follows: 

1. Select Menu — > Contacts -» Add New -> 
Phone Number. 

2. Enter the phone number up to as many digits as 
will fit on the screen. 

3. Press (SR) twice to select Next. Enter the 
name. 

4. Go to Step 3 in "To save a phone number" on 
page 10. 

To enter pauses in a phone number 

When you save the phone number of an automated 

service, such as voicemail, you may include a pause 

where you would be required to select an option or 

enter a password. For example, you could enter a 

phone number, then a pause, then a voicemail 

extension or calling card number. 

A timed pause causes the phone to stop dialing for 

two seconds. A hard pause causes the phone to 

stop dialing until you select Release. 

Note: You can enter multiple pauses in a phone 

number. 
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1 . Enter the first portion of the phone number. 

2. Press O 1 right through the options at the 
bottom of the screen. 

3. Press (og) to select a type of pause. 

(J) indicates a timed pause. 
0 indicates a hard pause. 

4. Enter the remaining numbers. 

To edit a contact card 

1. Select Menu -> Contacts. 

2. Locate the contact you want to edit by selecting 
View All or Find Name. 

3. Highlight the contact you want to edit. 

4. Press (5J) to select the contact. 

5. Select Options to Add New, Erase Contact, Edit 
Name, Classify Contact, or Exit. 

-or- 

Select the phone number and then choose from 
these options: 

- View Number — View the number that you 
are working on. 

- Add Voice Dial — Add a voice tag to the 
number. 
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- Speed Dialing — Select a speed dial 
location from the list. 

- Edit Type — Select work, home, mobile, 
pager, fax. 

- Erase Number — Erase the number from 
the contact card. 

- Erase Voice Dial — Remove the voice tag 
from the number. 

- Edit Number — Edit the number as desired. 

- Edit Voice Dial — Edit the voice tag for the 
number. 

- Secret — Select Yes to hide the phone 
number. If a phone number is locked, you 
must enter your four-digit lock code to view 
or edit the number. (See "Security" on 
page 30 for directions on how to find your 
lock code.) Select No to leave the number 
unchanged. 

- Primary Number — Classify this number as 
the contact's main number. 

6. Enter the new information. 

7. Press (gg) to select Save. 
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To erase information from a contact 

1. Select Menu -» Contacts — > View All. 

2. Highlight the contact and press (ok) . 

3. Select Options -> Erase Contact to erase the 
entire contact card. 

-or- 

Select the phone number, then Erase Number. 

4. Select Yes to erase or No to cancel. 

To search the Contacts directory 

The Contacts directory hsts entries alphabetically. 
You can search through a hst of all contacts, speed 
dialing entries, or cards of a specific type, or you 
can enter the name for which you are searching. 

1. Select Menu -> Contacts. 

2. Press (^) down to select a search method: 

- Select from View All, Find Name, Speed 
Dial List, Voice Dial List, Business List, or 
Personal List. 

- Select Find Name to search for a specific 
name. Enter all or part of the name and 
press to select Find. A hst of matching 
names appears. 
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3. Press (^) down until you find the name you 
want. 

- To call the contact, highlight the contact and 
press (taik) . 

- To display the full contact card, press (oK) . 

To search using Fast Find 
To enable Fast Find 

• Select Menu — > Settings — > Extras — > Fast 

Find — > Enable. 
To use Fast Find 

From the home screen: 

1. Press the keys corresponding to the letters of 
the contact name you want to find. 

2. Press (^) up or down to scroll through the 
list to find the contact you want. 

3. Press (SK) to call the contact. 

Note: Speed dial locations matching the numbers 
you entered appear first. For example, if you enter 
the numbers © — > (SJ> — > (Q) to find a 
contact named "Jane," and you have phone 
numbers assigned to speed dial locations 5 and 52, 
those contacts appear first. 
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To call from the Contacts directory 

1. Select Menu —> Contacts -> View All. 

-or- 

Press (^) down from the home screen. 

2. Select a name from the list and press (ok) . 

3. Select the number and press (talk) . 

Speed Dialing 

Speed dialing allows you to quickly dial a stored 
phone number by entering its memory location. 

To set a speed dialing location 

1 . Open a saved contact card. 

2. Select the phone number to assign a speed 
dialing location. 

3. Select Speed Dialing. 

4. Select a speed dialing location. (Location "1" is 
reserved for your voicemail number.) 

5. Press (oR) to Assign. 
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To remove a speed dialing location 

1. Select Menu -> Contacts -> Speed Dial List. 

2. Select a speed dialing location and press (°E) . 

3. Select the number to remove and press (5g) . 

4. Select Speed Dialing. 

5. Press ^J^) right to select Remove. 

6. Press (ok) . 

To speed dial 

From the home screen: 

• Enter the one- or two-digit assigned speed dial 
number and press (talk) . 

1-Touch Dialing 

To enable 1-Touch Dialing 

1 -Touch Dialing allows you to press and hold a 
speed dial location to call a phone number. 

1. Select Menu — > Settings — > Extras — >

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To activate voice recognition 

Once VR training is complete, you can activate the 
system in one of two ways:

2. If you are using your phone with a hands-free 
car kit, portable hands-free car kit, or car 
power adapter, say "Wake Up" and hsten for a 
tone.

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Voice Wake-Up 

Voice Wake-up does not work with Keyguard active. 
Voice Wake-up can only be used with an accessory, 
such as a headset or a hands-free car kit. See 
"Voice Training" on page 28. 

• Select Menu — > Settings — > Voice Services 
— > Voice Wake-Up — > With ext. pwr 

Voice Answer 

You may use voice recognition to answer incoming 
calls. However, this feature can only be used with 
an accessory, such as a headset or a hands-free car 
kit. Voice answer must be enabled for this feature 
to work, and the ringer must be turned on. 

1. Select Menu — > Settings — > Voice Services 
— > Voice Answer 

2. Select Enabled, press (Sg) . 

3. Select Menu -> Settings -> Sounds -> Call 
Ring/Vibe — > Ring only, then press (5g) . 

To answer a call 

The VR system alerts you to an incoming call by 
saying either "Incoming call, answer?" or 
"Incoming roam call, answer?" 

• Say "Yes" or press any key except <Sen3) . 
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To ignore a call 

You may ignore an incoming call in several ways: 

• Say "No" or press ijQ) . The voice alert is 
silenced. 

• Remain silent. The voice alert repeats twice and 
the phone rings once, then returns to the home 
screen.

You must enter your 4-digit lock code (typically
